emergency. Meter service is also recommended. The 
contract for the present dumping ground for garbage 
expires Jan. 1. The service board recommends that if 
possible new grounds at a greater distance from the 
public road and residences be secured. The board also 
suggests that money for keeping Oak Ridge cemetery 
in good condition should be secured by direct taxation- 
instead of taking it from the revenue of South Lawn 
cemetery.
